excecdtih them by Land :- Which rruly,1 thinke, they 
have accomplished , ſo'that whilſt hee aſſaults them at 
home, he findes them threarning vvorſe vyarres to him 
in both the 7zdjes,and blocking yp every Haven of Hig 
with their Men of warre. And:this oddes they haue of 
him in theſe vvarres, that (beſides their ſelfe-ſufficienz 
cic,and the privie contribution and aide of their friends 
and confederates, vvhich tremble vnder. the formida> 
ble growth of the Spanish Grearneſle, and ſecke to hin- 
der it this way) if His Indies furnish him vvith: meanes 
to aſſault, the fame 1nazes furnish them -vvith mcanes 
to defend : and I doubtnot, but in time the yvarre that 
now infeſteth all Europe, vvill be remoovyed farther off 
into Aſa, Africa, or America: and that Hee, yyho 
now is:the common affaylant,will be driven in all thoſe 
parts of the-yvorld to be the Defendant , and to yyrite 
Ve plus vitrain Chriſtendome. -/ Fs fn 
As for the muliitude of their Shippes. it is ſuch, that 
yyhilſt I conſiderit, mee thinkes it probable, that as 
many of them. inhabite the Sea, as the, Land. Of thisI 
am aſſured , that divers,families haue no.'houſes but 
their Ships and Boates, in. vyhich. they were;borne; 
jbroughr vp, .and doe live after a commodious and 
cleanly manner : And as they-yverc borne, ſo intend 
to dye free-men ; inſfomuch, as if Spaize $hould' juſtle 
them out of the Land,,they are reſol veg to. people the 
Sea, and rather commit themſelyes, with Noah, to the 
mercy of the yvaues, vader Gods protection, then bee 
ſubjected ro men, whom they: haue found leſle merci- 
full in*their powers, and more boundleſſe and yaſt ia 
thcir deſires, then the-Ocean;, .' BE 
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{And yet this diligence of theirswin wioning much 
Land fcom the Seas viurpation ; and this, providence 


of theirs, in making $hift to live with their Families at. 
Sea in Ships and Boates, and Samoreuſes, vyhea their 


Gochen will not affoord that numerous people houſe- 
roome: and that generolitie and nobility of their 2a- 
wres,-in ſtruggling for their auncient and native free- 
dome, againſt ſo potent an Advetrſary,: ( a. vertue that 
hath beene hereditary, and long ſiace obſerved by Ta- 


cite in theſe warlike Batavians) are now .all turned to Tacir,

_ .. Astheirshipping,fo their Exciſe payes a great part of 
thewarre, and returnes that money vvhich they dif 
burſe to the. ſouldier home againe. As vvee ice the 

' Sunne exhales vapours from the Sca ; theſe, boiteled 

 ypincloudes, fall downe in showers , and refresh- the 

earth, and ſo by riuers and draynes, as by veincs, paſle 
into the. ſea-againe, from vyhence they aroſe. - 

\ Andthis is to be leene,, eſpecially in the Exciſe of 

Wine and Bcere where euery Hereticke and Schiſmaticke, 

that loves. his liquor though he hates the Siate; and 

every drunkard and debosht perſon, who beingrtiult a 

flue to ſottishaeſle, cares nor to whom elſe-he becomes

a fave, are made by this ſeerct :ud inſenfible meaney 
ſo contribute towards the vyarres; yea and the carelefle 
and improuident ſouldier, who ſpends his intertaine- 
ment idely, and ſelleth (as ir were ) his blood for 
drinke, and his flesh for bread, is, as if he were a vo. 
huntary, and ſerued at his owne charge : for cuery pay. 
day, he payes backe his meanes to the Sutler, and hero 
the common purſe. | 
Now as they pay Exciſe generally ypon all Beere, fo 
Eſpecially a great Exciſe vpon forreigne Wine and Beere. 
2x.Firſt becauſe, thoough they cannot altogether kcepe it 
out, for thatit shonld hinder their trading , yet that this 
may bee a mieanes to reſtraine'and limit the excefſe 
thereof, being but for marter of pleaſure, not neceſſirie, 
2. Secondiy, by this meanes their owne Beere and 
Barly is vented at good rates, which if ours were gene» 
r4lly and freely adinitted; would ſcarce be yvendible;and 
ſo ment ate excitedarid/incouraged to fow, mault, brew, 
| anidto ſeeke to ſapply the Common-wealth vvithin' it 
ſlfe, vvithout borrowing abroad. | 
_ And vvhilſt I confider this, 1 can bnt ſometime 
yvonder (perhaps in my ignorarice) at our reftrainrs 
about the out-lading of Corne atd Beere, ener yyhen 
thete is no deatih but plenty, if men yvere forced to 
bring out their ſtore. ' Afltredly if in the time of ſear- 
city, vvhken God ſcemesto'call vs to faſting and humili- 
ation, (as at this preſent) faſting vvere cnjoyned atid 
firialy obſerued, and the Alchouſes daily and duly viſi- 
t6dforauoyding of idlenes, drunkenneſfſe and exceſſive 
ryot, there needed no' other prouifion gainſt fi 
mine. But this is the plague,theſe Statures being penall 
arc beg?d aforehand; or left ro the purſnite of beggars

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andbaſe Promoters, who compaund the fosfeiture and: 
cooſen the 'Lawe; .or committed to the-ouerfight of 
ſoch as are Ingroſlers themſclues, vvho deſire 10 haue 
all chings deere, that they may veat their owne com- 
modities at the beſt rate, and ſo grow rich , though the 
Common- wealth waxe poore. = . 
3. "Thirdly from this Exciſe of forraine Beere and 
_ other commodities the State makes more gaine 10- 
wards the maintenance of the vyarres and other pnb- 
lique vvorkes, then all the reſt that dealc inthems, For 
in Beere  cſpecially.-they doublc the price, and:haue' 
clearely.as -muchfor the Exciſe as the Merchant paid to 
the Bruaer. Now in this they do the parts of .prouident 
fathers, vvhoſecing their prodigall children waſte their 
portions, they vaderhand lend money. , vyhich their 
children know :not. of , and ſo preſerye their Lands 
from fale, and their pawnes from forfeiture ,, returning 
them againe vyhen the haue more -yyit to. keepe them 
andvſe them. 

And.in my conceit. this-yvere a good Tozle to take our 
fragall-Foxes , and a ſure trap for our negligent drun- 
kards and prodigall heires ; vvho being only. niggardly 
in publique vvorks where they should freely giue, vvill 
grutch to diſburſe ſix pence towardes the maintenance 
of the Miniſter , and xclicfe of the poore , or twelue 
pencetowardes a Subſedy for defence of the.State, or 
for the Kings andikingdomes.honour, vvben they will 
a that very time , willingly:ſpend ten times ſo miich in 
ryot and exceſſe , ncuer fecling or complaining of the 
matter, though -they.continued this courſe euery day, 
and cannot by perſwaſions of reaſon, or ithe force and 
anthoritie of the lawes of God or man;be diuerted and

drawnefrom it : ſuch: abaſeneſſe there is 1n man, fach 
a dull and beaftly ſottishneſſe in nature , to contrary 
Religion and realon, eſpecially being ſeconded in any 
cuill by company, and confirmed therein by cultome, 
paſt reclaimivg.

Now if the ynited Provinces bad peace vvith Spaine, 

as other Countries haue , or vvere in fubjeQtion: to 

Spaine, as not onely the Sparyards , but ſome of their 

owne infeted members, and ſome cthers perhaps of 

Ours, inconſiderately (as I ſuppoſe) ſeeme to deſire: 

thea neither should they be ſecure of their owne liyes, 
eſtates, and liberties, nor their neighbors ſafe by them, 

For aſſuredly, howſoever men flatter themſelves, as the 

Catholike King would be King of all Catholike ſub- 

ze&s,ſo moſt of the ſeeme to detire him for their head; 

Bart-should they be ſo ynhappy as to haue their deſires, 

what were they but flaves? ſince vyhere the Spaniard 

comes, he ſets himſelfe downe like an abſolute and ty. 

rannicall Lord , ſilencing all Lawes but his owne, 

vyhich-are as thoſe of the \Medzs and Perſians; yea as 
-thoſe of Draco written in blood. Never did the Zurdanes 
more Lord it in Zzgland, then they yvhere they cons 
.quer,or belet in vpon any tearmes:: tell me Naples, Mi- 
lan, Antwerpe, if this be not true. And though Religion 
be made»the ſtalking-horſe to. infatuate and bewuch 
the mindes'of men, and make them betray themſclues 
.and their Countries to flaverie ; yet the Larke becing 
dared, and the Woodcocke in the Net , that maske is 
caſt away , and there is as much truſt ro their promiſes, 
as to the Moores their Kinſmen and late Countrimen. 
So:thatbecauſe of this feare, as long as the contrariety 
of Religion laſteih, the innocent party cannot be 4 
with- 
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yvithout armour, nor.ſecure then: Shew mee in afy- — 


-partof Chiiſtendome,; vyhere any perſon profeſſing: 
the reformed Religion hath beene ſpared, vvere hee: 
friend, ncighbour,or Kinſman, if T hat ſide had ſtrength 
enough to reach his throat : and notwithſtanding our 
advantages ler ſlip in mercy, and none of them purtued 
bloudily, how haue they in all places, by all meanes 
waded in bloud vpto the chinne, for the accomplish- 
ment of their deſigaes? An4 this will continue as long 
as Antichriſt raignes; for the Wolfe is bloudy , andthe 
Lambe ſimple ; his Fleece warme, and his Bloud and 
Hesh ſweer. But if the peaceable Golpel had free pal- 
fage and free operation,rthen indeed there were not on- 
ly hope, but (ecurity ,that wee should liue in peace one 
by.ano:her, and that the ſtreogth and riches of one 
King, $hould not be terrible to another; 'yvhilſt God 
would teach every once tobe contented with their own, 
to attend with conſcience the charge they haue in 
hand, the peaccable governement of the Szates com- 
mitted to them, and as brothers to joyne their powers F 
againit the common enemie of the Chri//zan Religion;not 
ſo much ſceking his ſubyerfion as convertion; nor am- 
bitiouſfly thirſting after the enlargement of their owne 
Kingdomes , as piouſly deſiring the enlargement of 
Chrittes Kingdome. For as a coyetous rich man, if he - 
fcriouſly thought to vvhat end his goods yvere giuen 
him, and what a ſtrict account he muſt make for them, 
yould not ſo greedily hunt after his owne hurt and 
others loſe : ſo afſurediy, if ambuious Princes did yvell 
conſider their charge, and conſcionably ſtudy vpon the 
workes and duties of their Callings, (Knowing, that 45 
the people are ginen to be their ſeruants, ſo they AO: 
ably 
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Antigonus bly gre to ſerne the prople , that all may ſerue Cod) 
org nd thay w-ryy ſar ſo Lees hate and om: of on 
Regnum and man, of toule and body, of their Kingdomes heere 
_ on earth, and the Kingdome of heanen , expoſe their 
] ns | fabjeAs liues tocertaine ine, for the accomplich. 
= ment of their inordinate and importunate deſires (cf 
pecially Chriitian again Chriſtian , brother again(t bro. 
thes) aceither would they vſurpe fuch a tyrannicall and 
heathenish authority oucr their flockes, as with the 
Great Turke to make their owne wils, limits, and laweg 
. tothe wils of all other men; Hoc eff deglubere pecus,& nos 
gondere. But as the Pope, that ſpirituall Tyra, that Anti 
chrif}, hath gotten Church-Courtiers to vphol4 his Re- 
g#altic, with impudent forecheades and artificiall falle. 
hoods;ſo, theſe hauc gotren Court Clergie-men to be- 
come their Champions ; who, being full of winde them. 
ſelues, hane blowne theſe bladders with flatterie and 
forgeriec, cuen to forget their owne vanitie, to which 
they arc ſubjzea, and to which they shalbe ſubjected in 
the end : whilſt they imagine all other men to be made 
for their pleaſures ; and zheir Wils to be a more jaft law to 
their ſubjetts then Gods Law i or can be to them. Well might 
they bee admonished by oxr Sowererzne , who is able to 
be Twror tothem all, more dearely to prife the liues of 
thcir ſubjeQs, and not to ſeeke quarrels to enlarge their 
Dominions,and to cmbroile all Chriſtendom, that they 
might fish for aduantages, but rather to ouerſee all in- 
2, Sam,1o, Jurics, but ſuch as would ſtartle David himſelfe , kno- 
wing well, rhough warres be begua for the pleaſure of 
i Princes, the ſubjeas bloud muſt determine the contro- 
ucrlie, and be powred Qut, as a lacrifice to appeaſe the = 

Furics, by ee ; 
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' ++ To returne to my purpoſe;If the vnized Proninces had 


peace vvirh Spazne, then they muſt trade, as others doe, 
at the appointment of Spaine; vyho hauing once the 
Eaſt and Weſt In&es in poſleſiion, yyould force all Zu-" 
rope to be their Retailers, and that vpon molt ſervile and 
 ynequall conditions. and ſo to rake ail commodities of 
them at the ſecond hand ; and to vent them for their 
profit only. Whereby, hauing before the Indies, thoſe 
fountains of gold and filuer in their power, they would 
alſo this way ingroſle all the wealth of Chriſtendome 
jato their coffers, and thereby inable and arme them- 
ſclues to accomplish that vniverſall Dominion they 
aye at. For vyhat should let them, vyhilſt they had 
the ſinewes of warre at command, and felt themſelues 
ſtrong enough to rush into the battell when they plea- 
ſed, and ſo to ſurpriſe others vnprovided and vna- 
wares ? whereas now the wnred Provinces mecte with 
much of their Marchandize at an indifferent rate, 
and ſomerime exchange Leade and Iron for Gold; not 
admitting them to be Maſters of the whole world by the 
Popes Donation, hauitg as good a title as they had, Whil#F 
they hane a ſword and power to make good their title, as they 
dd and doe. Why Should it be juftice in them to take 
from the ſz&jes and inthrall them in feruitude, and in. 
juſtice in others, to take againe from them , and to re- 
deeme their owne libertics ? Eſpecially when all the 
gold they fetch from Tndza, is but ro make chaines and 
fetters to captivate Chriſtendome,and all free Nations? 
Let others looke on and be laughed at, yvhilſt theſe 
Share the world; or ſtand by and giue ayme, vvbhilſt 
theſe win the prize ; or helpe to hold yp others , till 
their owne time comes for correQion ; the vnited Pro- 
. F'3 ' Vines 
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wvinces wvill not loſe their parts neither in the old nox 
new vyorld-: for vyhich ( beſides their owne gaine and 
elory ) all Chriſtendome is beholden to them , vyhillſt 
both they oppole this Monarch , and hinder his mon. 
ftrous and prodigious growth 1n the 12azes, andallo re- 
ſtraine him from ouerflowing all Europe vvith aa vni- 
yerſall Deluge, as otherwiſe he vvould do. 

Againe, if the YVnired Provinces vvere all one vvith 
Spaine , or yaſſals to it, then vverc thejr conjunQion 
much more terrible: for hauing before the greateſt 
Land force of any Potentate in Chriſtendome, if to 
this theie vvere added their firengrth at ſea, vyherein 
they exceede all Chriit4a# States but our owne, who then 
could vvithſtand him? for, if he frighted ys, euecn at 
Sea, in 88. vyhen vvee had theſe to heipe vs, to guard 
our Coaſts, and to keepe backe, and diuert the Prince 
of Parma from his intended attempts, what then would 
he do having theſe to helpe him, and vyhen he should 
finde not only the Hauens of Dunkerke, Newport , Offend, 
$luce, but all the Coaſts of Zeelandand Ho/land,as to many 
mouthes, open ro aſſault and deyoure ys at an inſtant; 
and oportune to land fresh forces and ſupplies of all 
Kkindes at pleaſure ? This truth Eſconedo, Secretary to D, 
Tohn of Auſtria, ſaws long ſince, and at this day the Spa- 
iard ſees it too vyvell; and therefore labours more for 
theſe Connrries then for the Indtes; nay, he waſteth and 
imployes vvilliagly all his 74za» treaſure about: the 
fe:ching in of thele ; becauſe he ſees it to be more for 
his profit, atleaſt more conducing :o the dite&t.end 
of his aymes, to haue zheſe then thoſe, For doub:leſſe, if 
he vvere once abſolute Maſter of this vviſe and diligent 
people, he yyould ſoone bee Malter of all Europe be- 

{ides: 
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des. Since, beſides the convenicncie of Situtation, 
their induſtrie is able. to etfe& any difficult yyorke, 
vyhich others thinke invincible : ſo that wee ſee them 
powerfull and proſperous euen 1n all aftions they vn- 
dertake by Sea or Land ; and that they carry any enter- 
prize through, though it bee againſt Zimſelfe , the moſt 
powerfull and pol tique Enemy 1a Chriſtendome. Mo/2 

werfull i call him 10 regard of his nates ; moſt politique, 
in regard of hw Teſuites; aod an Enemy | call and count 
him. in regard of Rel;2ion; Wee beeing for Chriſt,and hee for 
Antichriſt. 

Thus had he theſe Countries joyned to thoſe Zee 
poſſeſieth together with thoſe that are Clients, ſubjeds, 
or vaſſals to the Houle of Au#rja,Germany vvere wholly; 
poſſeſſed , open roades by Sea and Land made to the . - 
coaquelt of D:nmarke and Swed:n; Fraunce vvere. be-. 
fieged and girt about , Enz/avd cither ſubjeted or 
blockt vp, aud shut out of the vvorld, and all Chri- 
ſtcndome in daunger of a violent and ſodaine ſurpriſe 
by Sea and Land, It concernes all theſe therefore to 
looke about them, eſpecially the petty Princes of Ger- 
mane, except they intend to hold their Crownes at the 

courteſie of Spazue, and become fellow vaſlals vvith the 
reſt of Europe , to the Catholique Sea and Scepter at 
Once, as they haue dishonorab'y ſuffered their neigh- 
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bours to be by diſ-union. Whereas the wnited Proninces, Concordi 


making good their Words With ations anſwerable , keepe 
their owne, and get ground of the Spaniard, euen where 
he aſſaults, and do honorably extend their helpe to 
other Princes, even yvhea the vvarre knockes at their 
owne doores for entrance, and whea all corners of the 
Land may heare the roaring of the enemies Cannon, 
I 3 w.th 
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vvith contempt. So that all Zurepe: beſides is the mors |} 
ſecure by reaſon theſe States and their Countries are } - 
imbroyled, and they againe intich themſelues by that 
vvhich impouecrish the E245 and all other Nations, 
(for which partly they may thanke the warres) I meane 
by the Ealt-Dbdian Voyages, whercin they haue theſe 
aduantages, vvhich (Lſuppoſe) others want. 

- 1. Firlt, they goe with leſle charge then others both 
| formen and yicualls. Their ships requiring fewer per- 

{ons to man them , and their men lefſe vitnall and 
courſer to Keepe them , then ours. Beſides, many of 
them are venturers,and ſo sharers in the gaine : And 
therefore wilbe content to live yvith little, to indure 
all difficulties, to yyorke out all hazards with pati- 
ence, and bce good husbands for the generall, whilſt 
they know the profit redounds to their particulars. 


2. Secondly, they carry out no coyne from their 
owne Szate, but vyhat they bring in of others ; their 
owne being kept bale ( perhaps " theſe purpoſes ) ſo 
that they furnish them(elues elſwhere, and weakcn not 
the wealth and common ſtocke yyhich is currant in the 
State. ; 

FA 4 rap they yent the commodities which they 


bring from thence, for the moſt part in other places, 
and returne either mony, or other more neceſlatic 
ſupplies, in ſtead of the leſſe neceſlarie , vyhich they 
carry Out. ; 

4. Fourthly, they make (as I have before noted) an 
ealie exchange, not trading ypon ſo ſtrict conditions as 
wee doe, but as freely as the Spaniard doth yvith them 
and others; and fo ofcentimes mecte their commodities 
halfe way , and barter powder and $shot, for Pepper, - 
Cloues, and other ſpices. - 5. Fittly, 
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” nt Fiftly , They haue a large territorie and ample 


- command in the Eaſt-7zazes, from whence they haue 


expelled the Spariardand Portugal! by force, and ſo haue 
farre better oportunity & conyeniencie to trade there, 
then any other Nation whatſoever ; nay, they are able 


tolade themfſelues from their owne Lands. Yea, it is in- 


credible what ſtrength they hauein thoſe parts both of 


men, Forts, and Coafederates ; and what a circuit of 
ground they command, whereupon thoſe rich com. 
modities are growing : All which they haue wonne 
with their induſtrie, wiſedome, and valour, from this 
Enemy of theirs, haying crackt his credit there amongſt 

the [»fidels, as they hope to do heere alſo amongſt true 
beleeyers. Neither hath He hope cither there or here, 
ever to recover what Hee hath loſt both in reputation 
and Rent, except Hee can worke a diviſion amongſt 
themſelves, or at leaſt betwixt them and vs : which 


' therefore 10 effe&, He turnes every ſtone, and tryes all 


concluſions Policie can invent. But [ truſt, even Thofe 
of theirs that are moſt intere#ed in the quarrels of the Church 
at home, and thoſe of ours who are moſt intereſted in the Ea- 


| Pemne quarrels, ſee the yilue of theſe differencestoo well, 


to giue ſcope to their affefions (© farre , as thereby to 
be made inſtruments to repoſleſl® the Spanyard either 
here or there in rhe ground he hath loſt. Since what - 
they at home helpe to give the Spaniard, they rake from 
their owne Libertie, and what we take, or helpe ro take 
from the He/lander to giue to that State, is to take from 
our ſelves, to giue to our enemies, vyhilit we weaken 
Our beſt friends, and make the generall cnemy of Chri- 
ſendome ſtrong, for our owne certaine ruine amongſt 
others.

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- "As for the terrible grouth of the Fol/ander, vyhich 
ſome ſeemeto ſtartle at, it cannot fright vs ; ſince their 
principall ſtrength is at ſea, and ſo obnoxious to magy 
vnauoydeable dangers in their trade, except they hold 
good correſpondeacie with vs. For our very Coaſt 
vvilbecuerable to command them, and hold them in 
awc, and they muſt relolue either in ſtormes to ride 
out all hazards,& fight againſt winde, tide, rocks, ſands, 
Uand all other caſualties, or to ſubmit themielues to the 
mercie of our harbours. Andin calmes or fayre weg- | 
ther they muſt paſſe euery flie-bore, at leaſt every.Fleet 
they ſend out and recciue home, with a guaid ſuffi- 
cient to keepe vs ynder hatches ; otherwife wee $hall be 
ſure to gaine more by 1heir yoyages, then they them- 
ſelues that are the ve..turers. Now how impoſlible it is 
for that State ro preueant theſe: diſaſters of theirs, and 
aduantages of outs, is apparent to any man that obſer. 
ucth the ſituation of their Coalt and ours. 

| Thus therefore whether they trade as Marchants ot 
men of warrce , and yyhether they labour to increaſe 
their Eſtate at home or abroad, or to hold their owne 
already acquired, our friendship is ſo abſolutely neceſ- 
ſarie, as they can doe nothing vvithour it, nor ſijr out 
vvithout leaue. So that God hath bound vs together by 
an vnd:ſfolucable band of neceſlitie ; and it vvere well 
therefore that our hearts aſwell as our Lands, and our 

trades in all other places, aſwell as at home , yverc (0 
vnited. Now if I may haue licence after ſo many judi- 
clous perſons that haue handled-our trade in the Eaſt» 
Indies to and fro, and grounded their reaſons vpon ex- 
perience, to caſt in my conjectures, I would ſay , the. 
Cauſe wee thriue not in that yoyage, is:

: 2. Secondly, our ships carry out much filuer, ſome 
by permiſlion, more by ſtealth; and this is ſure, no- 
thing weakens a State ſo much as tranſportation of 
coyne. Letother things be tranſporred out of the Land, 
or bee deare or cheape within the Land, all is one; this 
orthat.man may bee the richer or poorer, the State is 


the ſame ſtill. But vyhere mony is exhauſted, and the 


- xeturne doth not counteryaile the out-going, there the 
State decayes by degrees. As for example,it our Cloth, 
Corne, Beere, Saffron, Tinne, Hides,and the like, will 
pay for our Silkes, Wine, Spice, Tobacco, &c. wee may 
ſtil] line, though wee liue poorely (as luxurious bodies, 
vvho haiie good ftomackes to ſupply and renue their 
decayed fixength and yvearied ſpirits) but:if we walte 
more one way, then the other vyill counteryaile,whilſt 
wee hane no other commings in of-Bullion from the' 
Indies, as Spare hath and wee wont to hane, our King- 
domemult needesidecay andfall -into: pouertie, wan- 
ting mon, which is properly the wealth and ſtrength 
of a State: Euen as wee ſee naturall bodies , when they 
aelbidinous, falkinto conſumptions, becauſe'their ex- 
pences exccede their revennes and-commings 3m. 
2#i Fhiedily, wee may:obſerue onr watte; and:fo our 
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more wine, velyets, Silks, gold and ſilver; iti Laces, Im. 
broderie, Guilding ; more Sugar, Tobacco, /Drmgs and 


Spices, then they do perhaps, in the places froin whence 


wee fetch them, and where Nature hath made ſome of. 


them neceſſatie nourichments : ſo that our.owne: ships 


are not ſufficient to furnish vs ,;-but others/alſo veng 


much of theſe their vanities ypon our Coaſt. Thus pers . 
haps this or that man may be the richer by this Trade, . 


but 1 cannot conceive how the publike purſe is filled 


with Bullion, or the Commonwealth adyanccd, but ras * 


ther much impoyerished, and miſerably weakned by it. 
As for ſuch as ſay, The Kings Cuſtome- is the greater, 
and shipping increaſed by it, 1 can conceive no proba- 
bility in cither, but conjecure,that ſtocke whictris there 
waſted, and worne out with yſe, would in both: theſe 
reſpeas, be more beneficiall, were it any-other-where; 
or any otherwiſc employed. 27 

4. Fourthly, we are tyed to fach hard conditions, as 
muſt needes bee a venter indeed, if wee profit by the 
Voyage : Forif we be ſtrong, we muſt not touch, with. 
out Spazre ſeales the Warrant; and if we be. weake, wee 
become a prey to-them, or any other ;more potent. 
Thus yve are ſent out. as \Sheepe among, Wolves, and 
like Doves among Kites ; and if yve ſtirre any of theſe 
contrary to expreile order, that Iuſtice, which would: 
moderate all commerceamongft Chriſtians, in an eyen 
and equall Balance, makes a preſident of his owne, and 
mues vs vp at our returne. ' :2 $2 G30 

5. Fiftly and laſtly, vve have no Land, or a very lit- 
tle in thoſe Parts, andio not the like meanes from our; 
owne annuall crops to ladeioar owne ships, or the like

liberty and oportunity to-furaish our ſelves by irading” 
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 vrith thoſc ſeyerall Nations, as they have. 
| Bot now ifit vyere poſlible to ynire our Trades there, 
and to- bring both Nations into one Corporation, it 
would be a meancs to ſtrerigthen and aſſure both parts 
. here and there, and to enrich both parts without feare 
_ Of any third, or falling out amongſt our ſelves. 
. ®For 1 verily 'beleeve, that that diſguſt berwixt the 
wo Nations in the Eaſt-Inazes , vvas not ſent thither 
vvithout a Romisb practiſe : nor can I beleeve,that thoſe 
3 Wany delayesand dallyings fince vied in the compolt- 
# tion of thoſe grievances, and in not ſatisfying His Ma- 
| jeſties juſt demands ; proceeded altogether from free 
and loyall choughts'to their owne State, but had the 
corrupt mixture of Spazish Lees in the bottome. Which 
may teach vs to be more charitable, then to cenſure the 
yyhole Nation for the praCtife of ſome few : ſince wee 
may conſider, this State is compounded of members 
diverfly affected; and that the good and honeſt people 
doe ſuffer in ourſufferings , vyhillſt they ſee the others 
offer ys injurie, ypon purpoſe to make ys breake off, 
for the benefit of their Grand Si2nior. 

' Thus we haveffeene a glimpſe of chat profit, vyhich 
the wnited Provinces make of their Land.enemy : their 
other Enemy is the Water both ſalt and fresh ; of this 

_  tkewiſe they make a profitable friend, as 1 yyill labour 
' briefly to manifeſt. ; 

- The Scalyes continually raging vpon their Coaſts 

in ſuch a manner, as'if it would hourely cate them yp, 
and ſwallow all at a mourhfull. Ic over-lookes them, 
zd'they ſeeme to lye vnder it :yet they keepe out this 
ſtrong enemy atthe armes end by art and induſtrie,ha- 
ving/ nothing but rampiers and fortifications of Sand 
Y K 2 10 
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to oppoſe it. To make theſe firong therefore , and t& 
vnite' them that chey may not be blown; away with the 
violence of eucry ſtormy.vvinde, it is incyedible what 
paines they take, ſetting a kind of long grafle vpon the 
ame barren Sands, as curiouſly and carefully, as wee * 
ſet flowres and. hearbes in our gardens: which graſſe - 
@ncegetting roote, bindes the earth together, that the 
winde-cannot. readily come to blow it away, and teas 
cheth them by the like combination to turne their 
weakeneſſe into the like ſtrength, Now this were no- 
thing, if they had but a little banke to keepe,but confi. 
dering what a large Coaſt they are to guard and make 
good in this manner, (vvanting our naturall vyalles of 
rocke) itis a miracle that they should have fo much 
courage as to yndertake it, and ſo conitancic as 
to purſue it,and ſo much cunning as toeffett it. I make 
no queſtion if ſome Nations, vyvho beare their heades 
aloft, had the like worke in hand, they would either 
neuerattempt it, or faiot and gine ouer in the midſt; & 
Cxf. Com. rather vyith the Heluerrans, ſecke new Countries to in- 
habite, then be at ſuch a continuall coſt and care to de- 
fend their owne againſt two ſuch enemies at once: 
when theſe notwithſtanding , do not only keepe their 
ground, but as they haue dealt yvith Spaine for his in- 
truſion ypon theirancient Liberties, Rights, and Pri- 
viledges, ſo heere they hane wonne vpon the Ocean, 
and recoyereda great part from the Seas vſurpation; 
pare whercof,, hauing neither fand nor other ſoyle 10: 
clpe them, they defend with ſtupendious heapes of 
ſtone, vvhich, vvith incredible coſt, they ferch from 
their neighbor Princes,euen in places farre remote, for 
monie;aad with a continual ſupply of theſe from time 
: ” to 
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7 a totime, keepe out the entrance of ſo furious an adver- 


ſary, Theaflault and battery yvhich the Sea makes in 
this one place that I hane ſcene, is abont an English 
mile long or more, yvhich they defend and maintaine 
with huge piles of timber (brought likewiſe from fo. 
. zeigae parts) inter-lined 'yvith thoſe heapes of ſtone. 
fore-mentioned about the bredth of iwo or three acres 
all that vyay : otherwiſe the Seayvould breake in oucr 
all,and ſoone determine the controuerſie betwixt them 
and Spaine, taking poſleſſion of all from both of them 
by force. 
.., Thus wee ſce how this people  maintaine their 
owne, both againſt the King of Spaine and the Ocean, 
by helpes which they fetch from forraine Nations ; 
yvhilſt both ther ſouldiers, wherewith they oppoſe the 
$ariard, are principally ſtrangers, and the very walles 
and bankes, yvhereby they hold out the Sea are like- 
wiſe forraine , and far-fetcht. And this is none of the 
leaſt part of the Piſmires wiſedome and diligence: to 
which-Sa/omen ſends vs for imitation, whilit he ſaith, 
no to the Piſmire, O Sluggard , Conſider her Wayes, and be 
1/2 tht, | 
+ Now as they hane this open and able enemie , the 
Ocean, belicging them almoſt about, 8 aſſaulting them 
without conunually ; ſo'haue they vvithin the factions 
fresh-Waters, that vyyill keepe vvithin no bankes (like 
Shiſmatickes , without the falt of ſobriety and diſcreti- 
0n) ouerftowing them at certaine ſeaſons, Inſomuch 
; their ſoyle ſeemes a ſpunge in Summer, anda ſtan- 
ding Meare in Winter; for then, almoſt, all the face of 
the Continent is ynder yvater. But ſee what profit they 
make of this Adyerſatie , whilſt cutting; large paſſages. 
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from place to place with incredible coſt , theſe watery 
wotrke for them continually as faithfull ſecxuants, con« 
veying their carriages by this meanes, to and fro, ina 
cheape, caſie,and ſafe manner. And ſuch vſe doubtleſſe 
do they make of the ſcuerall ſes and Religions, by 
neccſlitie tollerated amongſt them, to helpe to carry _ 
the generall charge and burthen of the Common» 
wealth, with the greater caſe and aſſurance, 

| Nay not only the water, but the winde alſo is their 
journeyman, and labors continually for them'by Mils 
and other Engincs; ſome pumping and forcing the wa- 
ters out of their ſurrounded paſtures ; ſome preſfing 
oyles, others beating flaxe, hempe, copper; ſome grin- 
ding corne, others ſpice; ſome making paper , others 
ſawing timber ; and briefly, neither man , woman, 


, or child, neither ſea nor land, neither water nor winde 


ſuffered to be idle, but wherefoever it blowes, it blowes 
good:to ſome of them. And it isremarkable & wonder- 
full,that though there be many of theſe Mils in every 
towne,yet none of them lacke worke,but haue aſmuch 
to.do as they can turne their hands to attend. But whilſt 
wee conſider the harmony of the yyhole, together 
with the neceſſaric dependancie of one part with and 
ypon another, wee readily ſee, that theſe Mils helpe 
to imploy their ships, and their ships them interchan- 
geably ; So that vyhereas one ſaith vvittity but not 
well, How all the clements conſpire there rogether to 


- be naught, to shew their diſlike of the naughty people, 


I may truly fay, All the naughty Elements are forced 
there to do good, to shew the vertue and diligence of 
the good people, who conſpire together in honeſt la- 
bor and attificiall induſtrie. And thus is one ofthe cau- 
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| f{ithey cando things they vndertake, at cheaper rates- 
then many. vvith vs, becauſe rhey make the artificiall 
Engine to worke for them , vvhich yvith the caſe at- 
tendance of one or two diſpatcheth the buſinefle, per- 
haps, of twenty. Thus as Sert073us taught his weake 
ſouldicr to pull off the horſe tayle , baire after haire, 
_ whichaſtronger could not moue together all at once, 
ſo theſe make their ſtrong vvits ſupply the defe& of 
weake handes, and with the hclpe of Pa/lzs or Mercarie, 
etfet that vvhich Briarizs would wonder at. By this 
meanes an infinitenumber of people are imployd in 
Shippes, Samoreules, Hoyes, Skutes, and Botes, to car» 
"3p recarry commodities, to fish , fowle, and trade 
om towne to towne. So that, though it be hard (as I 
| haue fayd) to determine yyhether the Land or Sea be 
moſt inhabired by this Nation ; yet it is very proba- 
ble, and [ verily beleecue, that if their Land fecdes one; 
and inricheth one, the yyater feedes two, and inricheth 
ten for that one. And ſo excellently have they contci- 
ved theſe channels, as they ſerue not only for neceſſa- 
ric draines to their grounds, and for highwayes in 
tanſporting their goods «commodiouſflly from place to 
place, but for ornaments alſo to beautifie aſwell as in- 
rich their Townes, yyhere the Ships and Bores paſle vp 
and downe through their ſtreeres, and loade and vi- 
loade, take in, and deliuer wares at their doores; the ri- 
yers being walled'on both fides with faire houſes, and 
the bankes ſet orderly and pleaſantly with trees jn moſt 
places as you paſſe the common. ſirectes of greateſt 
dealing and ſtirring. 
Thus trade they within Iand amongft themſelnes, to 
the exceeding pleaſure and profit ofall, and abroad at

ſach coſt and curioſitie, as if they meant not to loſe the 
poſſeſſion, or did it for the vie of other men, eſpecially 
their good friends the Spaniards. Nay rather they ſeeme 
to build thus richly and gorgeouſly vpon purpoſe, asif 
they intended by that meanes to intice the couctous 
andambitious Spaniards to aſſault them; and yet with- 
all to aſſure the Aſſaylants of rheir reſolution, to ſtand 
out to the laſt man; and that they take not ſuch paines 
_ forthe pleaſure of any other,bur themſclues and their 
owne children, eſpecially not for their Enemies, whom 
they rather contemne then feare , as theſe evidences 
manifeſt.
